To this may be added the ſpeech of Francico Corvint 
a Toſcan. Aſtrologer, who rhe aight before the ſaid 
- Henry the fourth was flain, leaning upon a balcone in 
Florence which is near upon 600. miles diſtant from Pa- 
r#, and as he was prying into the. motions of che ſtars, 
be ſuddenly broke out; of his ſpeculations into theſe 
words, To morrow one of the greateſt Monarks of Chrt- 
ftendone «tobe ſlain. And the very next day the mor- 
ral ſtab was given by Ravaillac: Adde hereunto a me- 
morable preſaging Dreame that the Queen mother had 
the nighr before the murther was committed, for after 
the triumphs of her Coronation, ſhe dreamt that the 
diamonds and jewells that were in her Crown were all 
turnd ro peri, which have been always held the em- 
' blemes of Tears. 
That Ravaillac was obſeryed to have been a melin- 
. choly odde humoriſt a great while, one who had act 
times ſome fits and flaſhes of Illuminations as his friends 
gave out afterwards ; Now, ſuch i the ſtrength of Im«- 
gination and force 0 Fane) " having let in falſe Ideas 
into the brain, js eim2 fo ft i och ome fatnans Zeal, 
i 
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it hurls a man headlong oftentimes upon deſperate attempts 


and undertakings, of inevitable danger, making him miſ- 


priſe his own life, ſo that he may be maſter of anothers, (þe- 
cially when the enterpriſe s heatcd with hope of Merit, Re- 


 venge,and Fame. 


Thus fell one of the compleateſt Kings under which 
the Flower de luces ever flouriſh'd, a ſpriteful and well- 
cemper'd Prince, excellencly vers'd in the ſtudy and 
knowledg of men, always well diſpos'd, pleaſant and 
witty, Cloſe in his Counlells, and conſtant in his pur- 
poſes, Parſimonious, yet oper-handed to Cadetts or 
younger brothers, whom, he lov'd to ſee about Him ra- 
cher then Elder brorhets,' who were already advanc'd 
by Nature; And laftly; chough: this be bar a quarter 
Char«@er of Him, He was a great dilcerner of worth 

and vertue,a brave quality, and one of the prime Requi- 

fires in a King z For ſubjects are induſtrious or aiſſolute, 
They have aſpiring thoughts to vertue, and get good Parts + 
according as their Prince hath judgment to diſtinguiſh and 
value their worth, and ſo to employ and adyance them. 

The memory of this King is yet as freſh in France, 


aSif he had been taken away but yeſterday, and his 


death was univerſally reſented, as much as admired, both 
at home and abroad, ; 
But though che Snn was thus ſuddenly ſet in a dark 


ruddy cloud in the French firmament, yer no night en- 
ſaed, for another did preſently riſe up, ſhot bus rayes 
through every corner of that part of the hemiſphere, 
wiz, Lewes rhe Thirteenth, 8c. | LE 
The report of that monſtrous Parricide committed 
on the Perſon of ſoglorious a King did penetrat all 
hearts, and made a ſtrange kind: of conſternation to 
ſeize vpon' the minds of men, Though it was no new

thing in France to-haye their King torn away from them 
ſo, for it was freſh in the memory -of. many thouſands, 
how two and twenty years before Henry the third his 
immediatePredeceflor was diſparch'd away in that man- 


ner, but the Aſſaſsin preſently found his tomb in the 


very place where he did perpetrate. the Fac, being im- 
mediately hack'd to pieces. © 

The Court of Parliament preſently mer: that after- 
noon, and declar'd Dame Maria de Medice Queen Re- 
gent of all France, which was the next day confirm'd by 
the young King her Son fitting Himſelf on the bed of 
Royall Juſtice ; This was done without any oppoſition 
or ſcruple at all, tor King Henry had defign'd her for 
Queen Regent before during bis abſence in the wars,and 
the reverence that all had to thejudgment of ſo wiſe 


' and well belov'd a King advantag'd the work, with a fa- 


vorable conjunRure of other circumſtances; For both 
the Princes of the blood were then abſent, The Count of 
Soiflons was far up in the Country, where he had retir'd 
not without ſome diſcontentment; The Prince of Conde 
was then in /taly. There were alſo two great Armies in 
motion, one under the Marſhall Zeſdigueres in Dauphine, 
The other under the command of the Duke of Newvers 
in Champanis ready to ſuppreſle any inſurreion, 

The Queen Mother being rthas eſtabliſh'd in her Re- 
gency put three things to preſent conſultation. |

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Juſtice, and how R4vaillac ſhould be puniſhed much 


Pains was.taken: Ar his firſt examination, they would 


have Perſwaded him that the King was not dead but 
like to recoyer, whereat he ſmiled, (ſaying, that he knew 
well enough the Work was done, for twas not he but the hand 


of Heaven that didit : Being thereupon ask'd, how he 


- durft emkrue his hands in the bloud of Gods Anointed, 


the moſt Chriſtian King, and his Soveraign Naturall 
Prince © at the word woſt Chriſtian, he ſmiled again in a 
kind of lighting manner; Being ſearched, there was 
found about him a pair of beads, and a heart made of 
Cotten with a piece of wood in. it, which he was made 
£0 believe was a part of that very Croſſe wherean Chriſt 
ſuffer'd: All means imaginable were aſſayed to make 
him diſcover it he had had any Inſtigators or complices 
in this Infernall plot,-bur he ſtill anſwer'd poſitively 
and conſtantly he had had none ar all, ſaying, that he 
durſt never ſpeake of it ro any, no not to his Confefſor 
for fear of diſcovery ; for ſo he might have been puniſhed 


for the Will only, without the Decd; yet a Jeſuit and 4 


Cordelier Fryer who were his Ghoſtly Fathers, were 
ſtrictly examin'd, but nothing could be hed out of them; 
Thereupon there aroſe a nice queſtion among the Di- 
vines, viz, Whether the Prieſt was bound to reveale the 
Confeſi0ns of. his Fenitent ? But twas only propounded, 
and fo left only problematical and undecided for thar 
time. | | | 

Now, Every one did ſcrue up his invention for the 
devibog ſome exquiſir laſting torment for Ravaillac ; 
2mong others the Butchers of Parts who are habituated 


. to bloud, propos'd a way to flay him alive, and the tor- 


ture of excoi1ation ſhould laſt for-three days; Others 


-pave the draught of an Inſtrument in form of an Obe- 
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tisk where he might be prefsd, and the torment ſhould 
continue. a long time, and life continue ; Others pro- 
poundeda way to have his body quite cnt of fromthe 
hipps downwards, and his bowells to be preſently clap'd 
on a hot iron plank, which thould preſerve the other half 
of the body, and the noble parts in pangs of agonie a 
long while. CONE Sh . 
Bur the Court of Juſtice though it fic to wave all 
theſe ways,-and to pronounce this Arreſt or Sentence of 
condemnation againſt him, viz, That Francis Rayaillack 
Prattitioner (or Pleader) in the Town of Angouleſme, 4 
Criminal proceſs being formed again him, and after due 
Examination, Information, Interrogations Confeſs10n, De- 
xegation, Confrontation of witneſſes, at the inſlances of the 
Kings Attorney General, for that mo# wicked, moſt abo- 
minable, and moſt deteſtable Parricide, committed on the 
perſon of the late King Henry the fourth of moſt good and 
liudable memory. For reparation of which damnable mar- 
ther the Conrt hath declared, and doth doth declarethat the 
ſaid Francis Ravaillac ſhall be carried in a tombrell naked 
in his ſhirt, with a flaming torch of two peund weight in his 
hand, before the principall gate of the great Church in 
Paris there to make honorable amends, and thence to be car- 
ried to the Greve or common place of execution, where 
holding the knife in his hand wherewith he perpetrated that 
moſt accurſed Parricide, his band ſhall be firſt pierced with 
the ſaid knife, and then burnt up with fire of ſulfcr = 
the open ſtage ; That he ſhall have the Brodequins or buſ- 
kins filld with ſcalding ojle appli:d unto his leggs , That 
he ſhall be pincerdin the paps, thighs, and braun or calf 
of the leggs, that holes ſhall b: made up and down bis boay, 
wherein-boyling lead, burning rezin, and wax yetled nith 
ſulpher ſhall be powr'd; That his body afterwards ou be 
Rat | rawn 
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drawn & diſmembred by four horſes,That his members ſhall 
bethcn burnt and reduc'd to cinders ,and the aſhes thrown into 
the atir to make an utter extinition of him in this world : 
That the Houſe wherein he was born in Angouleſme ſhall 
be razd and made even with the ground, provided that he 
who poſſeſſeth it ſhall be indemnified, and that none ſhall 
ever preſume to build upon that piece of earth again. That 
all his goods ſtable or moveable ſhall be confiſcated to the 
Kine ; That within fifteen days after the publicationlof this 
ſentence, bus Father and Mother ſhall quit the Kingdome of 
France never to returns That hs Brothers, Siſters, Uncles, 
and. others of his Kindred ſhall never for the futme« bear 
the name of Ravaillac under pain of being hang'd and 
ſtrangled, but change it to ſome other Sirname. 

This diſmall ſentence was execnted to the yery 
height of torture, and extended to the utmoſt length 
of time, p:ſſibility of ſenſe, and poſſiblliry of naturall 
ſtrength, for there were ways invented, and ſuch Cordi- 
alls given that kept him»from ſyncopps, and fitts of 
ſwowning ; Before, at the beginning, and in the midſt 
of all his torments, there could be no other confeſſion 
extorted from him,though he was fifted with all the ſa- 
94city and artifice that could be, bur that the ſole mo- 
tives which hurld him on ſo deſperate an attempt were 
certain Revelations that he ſaid he had had, which after- 
wards he was contented to call Temprations; And thar 
he thought he ſhould doa work acceptable to God Al- 
mighty to take away a King who was a Fayourer of 
Hereriques, and who went about with the Army he had 
rais'd to perturbe the peace of the Catholique Church, 
and of the Holy Father the Pope. 

The people in generall did love the deceaſed King ſo 
paſſionately, that nothing but Imprecations,Curſes, and 


all 
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all ſorts of MalediQions could be heard ecchoing from 


them, ſo that none did pitty him, or were heard co pray 
with bim' or for him all. the while he was upva che ſcat- 
fold, and in the midſt of his torments, nay ſcarce any 
were found that wiſh'd''the ſalvation of his ſoul. - And 
rouching his Body atter it was torn by horſes, happy 
was he that could get any piece of it to caſt incoi fire, 
inſomuch that ic might be ſaid he was burnc in more 
then twenty -places up and down the City and Subutbs 
in ſeverall great fires z So Nemeſis had her'gluc, for that 
infernall Aſſaſ«iz may be ſaid nor only to be executed 
but extinguiſh'd, or rather annihilated and reduc'd to a 
non-encity, only he hach a Bezize in ſtory for an ever- 
laſting villain, as he who burnt the Temple of Dias. 
Thus far goes our Noble Hiſtorian, whereby it appears, 
that the Engliſh Clime i far more mild in point of Fu- 
ſlice then France, for though the Murthcr here was altoge- 
ther of as tranſcendent a nature, and more horrid then the 
French, conſidering all circumſtances, and complication of 
Treaſons,it being a thing unexampled ſince the world begs, 
that a King ſhauld be ſo arraign'd before his own Subjects 
as 4 Criminal z»or did their Malice terminate with his life, 
but after his death they hir' d ſcurrilous Pamphlcters to be- 
ſpatter him, and withall cans d his ſttutes to be batter'd, his 
pictures bu-nt, and his Armes taken down in Churches, 1 
ſay, theuzh the Engliſh Murtherers were far more abomina- 
ble, yet their puniſhment was much more eaſtc an ſhort. 
In concluſien,obſervable it is,that among thoſe varicties of 


puniſhments which were inflickcd upon Ravaillac,there were 


two that followed him after death, For an Edit or At of 
Parliament paſs d,that the Houſe he was born in ſhould be 


| 1azd to the ground, and not a ſtone !eft on a ſtone, with a 


kind of Anathcma that none ſhould ever build or dw*ll 
this

take another Sirname, and call themſelves no more Ra- 
vaillac, under pain of being hang d and ſtrangled. 
Which imo particulars are humbly recommended to the 
Great Council of England, viz. the two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment pon their Re-acceſſe.
